MEXICO’S BREACH WITH ENGLAND 
As diplomatic relations in the literal 


withdrawal of consular officers from 
the United Kingdom would not occa- 
sion much comment but for the charge 


Captain R. HoLLAcoMBs, a British 
legation employe. Officially the lega- 
tion has been closed since the recall 


Chargé d’Affaires, who became per- 
sona non’ grata on account of his zeal 
in championing the rights of Mrs. 
Rosauie Evans. Mrs. Evans was 
murdered near her ranch early in 
August — by agrarians: the British 
have declared, by bandits the Mexican 
Government maintains. CumM1ns had 
left the country when the outrage oc- 
curred. The charge against Captain 
HOLLAcoMBE is that he attempted to 
bribe prisoners indicted for the mur- 
der of Mrs. EVANS to swear that agra- 
rian leaders instigated the crime. 
There is no doubt that agrarians were 
interested in the: eviction ‘of. Mrs. 
Evans, for much if not all of her land 
had been expropriated by the Govern- 
ment, and the lady was in a state of 
siege, her house often under fire and 
defended by her servants. She herself 
is said to have handled a rifle. 

But the contention of the Mexican 
Government that bandits killed her 
when she was driving about her estate 
may nevertheless be true. The time 
was soon after the suppression of the 
de la Huerta revolt, and Puebla was 
not-thoroughly pacified. The British 
Government has. always believed, ‘on 
the strength of a report made by its 
only diplomatic representative in Mex- 
Lico, the. Chargé d’Affaires whom it 
was. obliged to recall, that the crime 
was agrarian, Mr. CUMMINS deposed 
that he was in communication with 
Mrs..EvaNs when her house was sur- 
rounded by agrarians to the number 
of 200 on May 31. The inmates were 
under a heavy fire. He was active in 
remonstrating with the Mexican Gov- 
ernment ‘for failing to protect Mrs.

GEN. PELLOUX DIES AT 94. 


Premier of italy in 1897_Upon Fall 
of Rudinit Ministry. 


ROME, Oct: 26.—General Luigi Pel- 
loux, former Premier of Italy,. died to- 
day. He was. born in. 1830. He entered 
the Italian Army. in 1848 as a Sub-Lieu-
